( Miles Saunders, which occurred at his 
home in Bullitt county, Nov. 25, 1910 
| The remains were brought here Satur¬ 
day and services held at the Presbyte¬ 
rian church, of which he was pastor for 
so many years • The interment was on 
Cemetery Hill by the side of his first 
wife. Dr. Saunders had been in failing 
nealth for some time and his death was 
not unexpected. 

Dr. Saunders was the son of Cupt. 
and Mrs. James Saunders and was born 
at Decatur, III.. Jan. 9. 1832. In 1854 
he entered Centre College at Danville, 
Ky., then one of the moet noted schools 
in the South. He graduated from this 
institution with honors in 1867. He | 
then entered the Theological Seminary ! 
at Danville from which he was gradua- 
ted in 1860. While at Center M>r. 
Saunders was the classmate of, and 
was associated with some of the most 
noted men this country has produced, 
W. C. P Breckinridge. J. C. S. Black- 1 
bum. the If te Senator Vest, John C. , 
Young and others being among the i 
number. Immediately after leaving | 
the Seminary, Mr. Saunders accepted 
the pastorate of the Presbyterian church 
at this place. For thirty six years he i 
held this position, ministering to the 
spiritual needs of his congregation and 
serving the community as a whole in 
anv manner he could. During the time 
he was pastor he not only won the love 1 
of his own congregation but made him- . 
self popular with, and useful to the, 
other denominations in Springfield. 

Shortly after coming here Dr. Saun-' 
deni marned Miss Mag Booker, daugh¬ 
ter of Judge Paul j. Booker, and as . 
noble a woman as ever lived. Four! 
children were bora to them, three of | 
whom survive, namely, Jas. N. Saun- [ 
ders, of Stanford Mrs. C. R. McDowell, 
of Danville, and Mrs Louise Murdock. 
Misa Marv Saunders died a number of 
years ago. In 1896 Dr. Saunders re¬ 
signed the pastorate of the local Pres- 
byterian church and since that time, 
when able, he has been doing mission¬ 
ary and evangelical work in the Moon-1 
tains of Kentucky, where hia efforts 
have been productive of great good. I 
His first wife died in November, 1896. j 
and a few years after Dr. Saunders i 
married Miss Emma Wilson; of Bullitt! 
county, who is stil' living. 

Dr Saunders waa a remarkable man 1 
in many wavs. 1 -^ was not only one of , 
the moet profound thinkers and theo- 1 
logiana in the Kentucky Synod but also 
in tbe Southern Presbyterian church. 
Years ago hia learning and f cholarly 
attainments attracted such attention aa 
to gain for him the honary degree of 
Doctor of Divinity, which was conferred 
by Westminister College of Missouri. 
Dr. Saunders waa known not only aa a 
theologian but was a fine historian, 
having been especially well versed in 
Ancient History. He also wrote his¬ 
torical sketches which were exception¬ 
ally clear and concise. Dr. Saunders 
was a fine boat in his home, where tnere 
was nearly always company, and where 
old time Southern hospitality waa dis¬ 
pensed with a lavish hand. He waa a 1 
fine conversationalist and his company ' 
waa always sought dv hia friends and 
acquaintances. Dr. Saunders will long 
be remembered and loved bv a great 
many people here who knew him.

Washington, Nov. 21. —Final est- ' 
mates oi the crop-reporting board are 
that the yiell per acre of this year’s 
Kentucky tobacco crop was 810 pounds, 
compared with 825 pounds last year 
and 833 pounds an average yield for 10 
years pasC- 

The total production of tobacco in 
the State is estimated at 381,024,000 
pounds, compared to 350,700,000 pouhda 
in 1909. 

The quality of this year’s crop is 85 
per cent, Compared with 67 last year. 

The Kentucky corn crop’s yield was 
28.6 bushels per acre this year, aa 
against 29 bushels last vear and 26 7 
bushels the 10 year average. The produc¬ 
tion of corn is 104,075,000 bushels this 
year, as against 143,472,000 bu.bels in 
1909. The quality is 87 per cent this 
ye^r, against 84 per cent last year.

He went 
Into the Mexican war a brigadier gen¬ 
eral and served with such distinction 
that his sword found ready acceptance 
and he waa commissioned & brigadier 
general at the outbreak of the Civil

was elected to the legislature In 1836. 
In 1839 he was elected state auditor 
and in 1843 was appointed judge of 
the Supreme court of Illinois. He held 
the latter office two years and resign¬ 
ed to accept the appointment of com¬ 
missioner of the general land office In 
Washington. 

Served In Two Wars. 

At the outbreak of the Mexican war 
Shields was given a brigadier's com¬ 
mission and commanded, first a. brig¬ 
ade of Illinois troops, Ister command¬ 
ing a brigade composed of marines 
and New York and 8outh Carolina 
volunteers. He served under Gen. 
Zachary Taylor, Gen. Winfield 8cott 
and Oeneral Wool and waa wounded 
at Gerro Gordo and In the storming 
of Chapultepec. For gallantry in the 
latter action he was breveted a major 
general. General Shields was mus¬ 
tered out of service In 1848 and short¬ 
ly afterwards was appointed the first 
territorial governor of Oregon. 

While serving In that office he was 
elected senator from Illinois and 
served out his full term. After quit¬ 
ting the senate he moved to Minne¬ 
sota, where he speedily became prom¬ 
inent In politics and, on the admission 
of that state, be was elected senator 
for the short term, serving two years, 
from 1857 to 1859. Quitting the sen¬ 
ate again he went to California and 
engaged In mining, and was thus en 
gaged when the Civil war broke out 
Promptly he offered his sword and 
waa commissioned a brigadier general.

At his own request he was relieved 
of his command In the army and went 
to California, where he remained un¬ 
til the close of the war. He then 
chose Missouri sa bis home, settling 
In Csrroll county, living on a farm a 
few miles east of Carrollton In peace¬ 
ful retirement until 1874, *ben he waa 
chosen to represent the county In the 
legislature. In January, 1879, he waa 
chosen by the Missouri legislature to 
fill the unexpired term of Senator L. 
V. Bogy, which expired March 4. 187k 
He died at Ottumwa In 1879.

Of the several breeds of Leghorn, 
the white is the most popular and the 
brown next, says the Farm PouRry. 
Tbe Buff Leghorns of tbe best strains 
have about all the good qualities of 
the white variety and are fast gaining 
popularity, the color being more at¬ 
tractive to, some tastes. The Black 
and Dominique Leghorns also have 
their advocates. Each of the Leg¬ 
horns. although naturally having sin¬ 
gle combs, are bred also with rose 
combs. The rose comb Is obtained 
by Introduction of Hamburg blood, 
and the result is In general a tendency 
to smaller bodies and smaller eggs In 
the rose comb varieties. The single 
combs vary greatly In size and weight, 
according to strain. Some of the 
larger strains are almost equal In size 
to the average of some of the medium 


weight breeds, and It Is claimed that 
the size Is not obtained at the expense 
of laying powers. The Leghorns, like 
most of the breeds, need to be bred 
with care to prevent the tendency to 
smaller sizes. Small bodies, pinched 
or cramped In shape, are considered 
undesirable, as tending to small eggs 
and lack of constitution. 

Eight or ten years ago Leghorn 
cockerels were In considerable de¬ 
mand for crossing. The Leghorn and 
Brahma cross, Leghorn and Wyan 
dotte, or’Leghorn and Plymouth Rock 
were preferred by many pomtryrneu 
to breed crossbred chickens for broil- 
era and roasters, and of lato years the 
tendency of the poultry plants seems 
to be toward the ubc of one or anoth¬ 
er of the pure breeds. Cross breeding 
Is more trouble and results less uftf 
i form than from the pure breeds.
